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PREFACE 

I 

From prehistoric times. India possessed a fascinating wealth ol 
folklore. Literary men from Bh asa downwards have drawn freely 
upon it ; a:xl all literatures. Samdirta. Prakrta. Apahhramsa. Old 
and Modem, glisten with its golden threads. 

The Jatakas, the lost Brhalkatka. the Katkdsontsdsara. the 
BjhatkalhamaXjari and the B’katkathcsantzuika are the reputed store- 
houses of popular fiction. Pmcatanlra is another such collection with 
an all-world fame. Other favourite sources drawn upon by Indian 
authors were the so-called •’King Vikrama-cyde stories"— the Sun 
hasoHwiritrimsikd. and the Vtldla panto Vimialika. Sukataptati is an- 
other fruitful source of popular tales. 

Chandragupta II. the Gupta Emperor and the traditional Vikra- 
mflditya of L'jjavini. is the hero of many miraculous tales and is styled 
“ ■dukka-bkantam," the reliever of people in distress. He is the 
King Arthur of India, who with his gallant knights "rode abroad re- 
dressing human wrongs." 

At one time there was scarcely a house in Gujarat perhaps in 
many parts of India, where King Yikramaditya’s exploits were not 
listened to with rapt attention. Samalbha«a (Sanpvat 1760-1825) an 
18th century Gujartti poet compares their recital with the RAmayana ; 
accordingly, popular imagination, highly exercised over Vikrama. pro- 
duced a number of other tales independently of Sanskrit wurctt such 
as the " Vikrama Khapard tore rasa " 

With classical influence on the wane, fiction came into popular 
favour in Gujarfil. as a contemporaneous tendency in Hindi and Bengali 
literature of folk-tales rendered in verse : and many authors diverted 
their attention from religious to secular literature. Even dkarmo 
kalhds were presented as portraits ol contemporary real life. The 
popular fictions, unlike religious stories, were not allegorical, nor did 
the didactic element in them subordinate the human. They were 
romances pure and simple. 

The author of the Prakrit poem Vasudtiahindi. insisted that 
romantic stories should be utilised for writing dharmakalhds ; or to 
say in other words, dharmakathd should be properly diluted with good 
love-stories in order to achieve the best results. L’dyotana Sun. the 
author of Kuvalayamdld laid down that a story should be like a newly 
wedded wife, decked with ornaments auspicious, moving with grace- 
ful steps, sentimental, soft in speech, and ever pleasing to the minds 
of men. 
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The general public. as was perfectly natural, took a fancyu* ihr 
Kalkds in which lose was the central motive. The Jaina arid the no.i- 
Jaina poets of Gujarat knew these human weaknesses well. Accwrd- 
ingly dhr.nna-kalhd, wrth this object in view, was given a peculiar 
turn in Gujarat. The stones of kings did not appeal to the com 
mercial classes ; but the social romance dealing with the love-affairs 
of a nagar-Ufha, or a wealthy man’s daughter, with acquisition 
of wealth as a substitute for heroic, and renunciation according to 
Jaina tenets as the end of life, caught the popular imagination. 

MidkavSmla Kdmakondald Kalka. however, has a unique 
interest of its own where true lo\e is illustrated through two persons, 
who were each other's counterpart, as it were. 

The greatness of these story-idlers lies in their matchless style 
and wonderful power of story-tdling. in prr-enting didactic and worldly 
maxims in striking parallelisms ; and in presenting the romantic at- 
mosphere of early fiction, and thereby providing a valuable literature 
of escape from the morbid influences of their time' 

A characteristic common to all of them was predominance of the 
miraculous : witch craft, incantation, transformation of the human body, 
revival of the dead, transition from one body into another were Ircely 
introduced. Fantastic adventures were no less common Many ol 
them had bourgeois setting, and desenbrd voyages and commercial 
enterprises. Robbery, seduction and kidnapping were by no means 
neglected. 

They portrayed a free society. They spoke of co-education and 
of women free, educated and versed in the fine art- ; of head strong 
feminists ; of courteians. highly cultured and loyal ; ol a certain dcRrcc 
of general education. Love, inten*c and spontaneous, or betrayal of It. 
provided the principal motive ; and ordinarily the miseries of lovers, 
parted by accident or intention sustained the -cntimcntal interest of 
the story. 

hakrhkd. or a riddle, was a literary feature which they had 
inherited from their Sanskrit forbears, as mentioned by Dandin in his 
Kdvyndaria. as having sixteen varieties of the same. Heroine aftn 
heroine goes about offering riddles to men. after having *>lemniy 
resolved to marry only the happy suitor who is clever enough to solve 
them. Perhaps, in absence of public literary life, this was the only 
kind of cleverness which appealed to intelligent women. The Sawis yd- 
Vinoda occurs in the Nladhavanala Prabandha at as many as three 
places covering over two hundred verses (Anga V. di,ka 128-172 ; 
Anna VI. dukd 643-761 ; and VIII. diikd 116-185). 

It is very common to find the description of pangs of love of a 
ndyika (heroine) on separation from her lover given in dramas and

in poems popularly known as seasonal songs or songs o > the Twelve- 
months' cyde ol the year the BaramaM songs. These constitute one of 
the principal items in the repertory of popular feminine music all over 
India even now. and especially so in Gujarat and Bengal. ‘See Kama- 
kandald Viraha Bdra-Mdsa. An& VI. duhd 517-614). The romance 
of .VMdhavSnala KamakandalS by Ganapati is unique in describing 
the pangs of the hero also at the separation from his beloved (Afi£u 
VII. duhd 137-172). Oxer and above the* two wigs of separation, 
the poem indulges in a pleasant description of the pleasures and pas- 
times of the united lovers starting the description at all the three 
places from Fdl£una. the month ol Spring {Aula VIII. duhd 16-136/ . 

II 

The tale of Nl'idhavanala-KAmakandalS Prabandha. is a tale 
linked up to the Vikrama cycle stone* of wild, romantic love which 
fascinated Gujaritta. which is possibly the land which fostered its 
growth Irom small beginnings in a Sanskrit prose- version intermixed 
with occasional verses partly with a direct bearing on the text, ami 
partly in the form of quotations from other anthologies. The per- 
formance of Ganapati is unique in medieval Indian vernacular literature 
of the early 16 th century as a composition designed on the canon* ol 
a Sanskrits mahakdrya, expressed in thr current ttyle of Prflkrita 
and Apabhrarpsa Prabandhas. 

The Prabandha i* pre-eminently a love-story of middle class life, 
in the poetic style of the period, full of delicate touches and refined 
sentiments. It describes the ideal lovr of the hero MSdhava. a high 
class Brahmin for KSmakandaH. the young but high-souled daughtrt 
ol a courtezan an Apsara in previous birth, reminding one ol 
Vasanta-Sena in the Mrcchakalika ndlaka. Thi* fascinating metrical 
romance has absorbing *tory- interest, and is even more valuable Irom 
the point of sociology and folk-lore. 

It is significant that in this poem, even the ordinary rule of invok- 
ing the help of Sarasvati and Ganesa in the manialdctnana has been 
disregarded, and the first and the foremost deity to be reverenced and 
greeted is the God of Love himself. The author begins with a salute to 
the son of Rukmira and the husband of Rati, the great hero Madana, 
whose leet he worships first. We can well imagine the kind of story 
that would be ushered in by such a prologue. 

III 

The story of the Prabandha told, in short, is like this 

" In the city of Puspavati. where Kama>cna rules, lives a Brah- 
mana youth by name Madhava. as * handsome as Love \ The women 
ol the town run after him. and the citizens be*ech the king to get rid 




of so fruitful a source of trouble. The kin*, in a judicious mood, tries 
to test the intensity of the fascination exerri-ed by the boy by bring- 
ing him before his queens. Finding him. however, a danger to his own 
domestic peace, the king promptly banishes him. 

“ MAdhava, wandering from place to place, comes to Amarfivati. 
His extraordinary intelligence immediately draws the attention of the 
local king, who gives him an honoured place in his court. A courtezan- 
girl. Kamakandala the favourite of the king, is at the moment exhi- 
biting her first dance in the public. Midha va watches her perform 
anct. Admiring her skill in dancing, undisturbed even by a bee which 
alights on her dress, he presents to her the very betel-leaf which t In- 
king had presented to him as a mark of honour. 

" Tike king angry at the scant courtesy shown by Madhava to tin- 
royal present, orders him to leave the town. The young man with the 
curse of beauty upon him. while on his way to leave tike city, meets 
KAmakandaK. 

"She invites him to her house. The two meet ; both (all in low 
with each other, exchange spicy nddles and their spicier solutions, and 
are happy. In the morning, both part Irom each other with breaking 
hearts. 

" Midha va goes to Ujjayiftf. and describes his distress in verso, 
which he writes on the wall of the MahAkAlelvara temple. Wandering 
in disguise about the city at night, as was his wont, to discover tlu- 
miseries of his subject*. King Vikrama reads the verses, and In- em- 
ploys an old courtezan to find out their love-lorn author. 

" Madhava is found and. is brought to Vikrama. Appris'd of 
the hero’s love for KAmakandalA. the rHiever of distress forthwith calls 
upon KAmasena to give her up ; and. on his refusal to do so. marclu-s 
upon his city with an army. 

" Vikrama. however, wants to lest the strength of KAmakandaLVs 
love. He goes to her in disguise, and tries in vain to win her for him- 
self. As a further test, he informs her that MAdhava is dead. On 
hearing of the death of her lover. KAmakandalfi becomes unconscious, 
and is on the point of death. 

"The King comes back to his camp, and informs MAdhava of 
KAmakandafi’s death. The poor lover also faints. 

"Vikrama. horror-struck at having killed a BrAhmana. and a 
woman, wants to commit suicide. The spirit VetAla. his friend (so 
well-known as the hero in the Vetaloparuanmiatika-fXones) from the 
other world comes to his rescue and revives the lovers. 

“ The >' are married by the King with great pomp ; and the lovers 
live happily ever afterwards indulging in pleasures and pastimes be- 
fitting their honoured place in society." 
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Tlic Gujarati poet lias worked into this tale as Prologue a history 
of the previous births ol the lovers alter the style ol the Sanskrit 
romance ol KoJumbari. and the Pr&krla story of Tarangaixill or 
Tawmalola. 

This story appears to have been popular mostly in Western India, 
and only at a very late period it came to hr adapted in MarSthi. The 
version of tlie story in Hindi by a Muslim poet Alam styled ' Madha- 
vimalakulha " (yet unpublished i was composed in Hixri Snpvat. H91 
(Saqivat lftlO. aj>. 15dt). only a decade alter Akbar's conquest of 
Gujarat, at the express desire ol Raja Todarmall. lor the pleasure of 
Emperor Akbar, who?* exploits were comparable to those of King 
Vikrama and Blioja. 

The love-episode of Midhava and KSmakandalS had become mi 
much a stock-in-trade that it ha* hern woven as a minor story by 
Ciiturtohujadfls. a Kflyastha poet, in his another equally popular rom- 
ance of Madhu-MdUm composed sometime in the 17th century, richly 
illustrated manuscripts- of which are so well-known. The story is again 
retold in Cujarilti vers* in a summary fadiion as the Twenty -sixth ol 
the Thirty two entire new stories, woven round the old superstructure

Ii is hardly necessary' to lay stress upon the value ol the poem as 
a rich store-house ol sociological data regarding the manners and cus 
toms, costume, household furniture, life at the court, in the city and 
in the country-side in short, the social, religious and secular lilt*, 
as depicted by the poet, mostly reflects the life in medieval Gujarat. 

V 

This Mddhavdnoti Kamakandati frobandho by Ganapali. son 
ol Narad, a KAyastha by caste, and an inhabitant ol Amnd ( Broach 
district i comprising o( 2.500 dMAa-coupleis (called dog,dhak<i i. divid- 
ad into Light Parts or Angas in Saipvat 15W (AA 1588) v "W felt 
discovered by the late Kijaratna Chimanlil 1). Datil. the first General 
Kditor ol the GAekwfld's Oriental Series, and noticed by him in the 
"Sdhitya Monthly" lor August 1914. 

It was. however, in 1928 when I was on tour in Rajput* nfl as 
Research Scholar of the Bombay University that I discovered another 
Ms. ol the same poem from the Fort Library. Bikaner, which en- 
couraged me to undertake this work : and it is a happy coincidence that 
it is being published in the same Series. inaugurated by its fust dis- 
coverer. with the help of a third copy traced by me Irom the Baroda 
Oriental Institute Collection. 

The edition ol this Prabandhn when completed with necessary 
critical apparatus, will be the fourth connected composition in Old 
Western RAjasthAni as Dr. Tesritori u*ed to call it. or in a form ol 
Later Apabhrarpia or Old GujarAti. uselul for the study ol its langu- 
age and idiom, apart Irom its literary value. 

The first. Irom the point ol thoroughness, was the critical edition 
ol Bhflana't Kddombaii (Purva-bhAga) -a poetical adaptation ol 
BAna's great work, carefully abridged with an eye to literary presen- 
tation, bringing about the beauties ol the original with great skill, 
by the late DiwAn Bahadur Prof. K. H. Dhruva (1916 ; Revised edi- 
tion 1932). 

The second was the historical poem ol Kanhadadt Ptabandha, 
throbbing with great and sustained heroism. “ an epic ol a great age 
last lading into oblivion, a swan-song of the GujaiAt ol Siddharaja,” 
by the late Barrister D. P. Derasan (1912 ; Revised edition 1926) 

The third is the excellent critical edition— a joint work of three 
editors- ol the love- romance of Dhoti and Mfiru. most popular in 
Western and Central India, styled " Dhoti Maru ra Dtihd ”, 674 in 
number, published by the Nagari Pracharir.i Sabha. Benares (1935). 
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Tin* critical apparatus «*| this poem. by way of Notes, literary 
and philological and Introduction dealing with several Sections on 
Mss. material, the poet, his times, the relation and importance of the 
Interns given in the Appendix, from the point of comparative folklore, 
the origin and development of the main poem in the Vikrama cydc 
and the location of places occurring in the poem, is reserved for the 
Second Volume. 

My sincere thanks are due to the Director. Oriental Institute and 
the General Editor of the Series for the convenience he has given me. 
while the printing of the Text was in progress, and for having decided 
to split up the publication in two Volumes to avoid delay in considera- 
tion of tire present situation.
